County Income Tax 
Rates Noted For 1977 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
today that the elected officials 
of Maryland's 23 counties and 
Baltimore City had certified to 
him the local income tax rates 
that will remain in effect for 
1977. “Caroline County is the 
only county to make a change 
in its local income tax rate,” 
Mr. Goldstein said, noting that 
Caroline County's rate was 
increased from 40 percent to 50 
percent 

“Nineteen counties and 
Baltimore now impose the 
maximum 50 percent rate 
Queen Anne's County will 
retain a 40 percent rate, while 
Talbot County will maintain a 
35 percent local income tax 
rate. Calvert and Worcester 
Counties will impose the 
minimum 20 percent rate,” 
Mr. Goldstein said 

Under Maryland's income 
tax law, the state’s 23 counties 
and Baltimore City are per- 
mitted to impose a local in- 
come tax amounting to not less 
than 20 percent, nor more than 
50 percent of the state income 
tax due 

The local income tax rates in 
effect for 1977 for Garrett 
County are 50 percent

He cited cases of smal! chil- 
dren being run over by riding 
mowers, fatal bleeding cases, 
and gasoline explosions, 
particularly when trying to 
refuel when the engine is 
blazing hot 

The most popular mowers 
are the gasoline powered walk- 
behind and- riding machines. 
They are also the most lethal, 
Mr. Godman warns 

Average blade speed is 3 to 4 
thousand revolutions-per- 
minute, or between 200 - 250 
miles an hour. ‘‘If they're 
powerful enough to chew up 
metal of considerable thick- 
ness," Mr. Godman pointed 
out, “you can imagine what 
they do to hands and feet." 

The council, which is the 
state chapter of the National 
Safety Council, is cooperating 
with the U.S. Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission in 
promoting safe mower prac- 
tices. Available free of charge 
is literature, films, and 
speakers. Contact the council

Meanwhile, it is suggested 
that the following safety tips 
be observed 

Never attempt to clear dis- 
charge chute of clogged grass 
while engine is running. (1) 
Turn off motor. (2) Disconnect 
spark plug. (3) Use stick or 
lawn tool to remove grass 

On newer mowers built 
according to Outdoor Power 
Equipment Institute standards, 
do not remove rear guard, 
which protects feet, or dis- 
charge chute guard which de- 
flects flying debris downward. 

Fuel carefully with gasoline 
outdoors and only when engine 
is cool. One gallon of gasoline 
has the explosive potential of 
13 sticks of dynamite. 

Keep lawn clear of debris 
such as rocks, glass, sticks and 
wire. Don't let grass get too 
high and don't mow when wet. 
Mow only in sufficient sunlight. 

Children should never 
operate power mowers. Thir- 
teer-year-old is recommended. 
Ten is absolute minimum age. 

Keep youngsters away from 
mowing area and teach them 
to treat mowers as dangerous 
machinery and not as toys 

Wear sturdy leather shoes. 
Bare feet, sandals, and tennis 
or canvas shoes offer no pro- 
tection 

On slopes now sideways or 
horizontally with walk-behind 
mowers. Riding mowers should 
be used in the opposite way, 
up-and-down or vertically.
